Gonfalon stuck gamely to hie task in the 
sprint race and finally got op in time to beat 
Bessie Macken on the post in a fierce drive. 
Bessie Macken showed all her old time speed 
but hung when Money Muse got to her at the 
last eighteenth. They both lost ground by 
swinging wide at the stretch turn and this may 
account for Gonfalon’s victory as he clung to 
the inside rail throughout the race. 

Ogle finally showed his true form and won a 
well-earned race by beating Mabel Winn after 
the latter had tired in the last sixteenth. Myth 
was dropped into an easy berth in the fifth race, 
while Leo Newell prevailed in a hard drive by a 
bead over Nettie Regent in the last. 

HARLEM RACING SUSPENDED. 

There will be no racing at Harlem today, nor 
in fact during the remainder of the week. En- 1 
tries were closed yesterday at the usual hour, 
but at a meeting of the officials and attorneys 
of the club last night, it was decided to call the 
meeting off. In behalf of the Harlem Jockey 
Club secretary Nathanson last night issued the 
following statement for the information of the 
public : 

“Our intention was to race out the remaining 
three days of our meeting without pool selling, 
but our attorneys’ advice is not to race as such 
action might be construed as disrespectful to 
the court’s injunction and might injure our case, 
which comes up on Monday and which we ex- 
pect to win. We stopped all betting in the reg- 
ular way this afternoon, but it is impossible to 
prevent the people from making wagers among 
themselves, and that might be used in a manner 
prejudicial to the Harlem Jockey Club. The 
horses and horsemen are all here and are not 
likely to run away with the Washington Park 
meeting opening on Saturday. Our meeting 
would have closed on Friday, anyhow, so it is 
only a matter of a temporary suspension, as the 
case comes up on Monday, we feel quite confi- 
dent of winning it.”

At this time it ap- 
peare assured that Bonnibert, Blues, Beau Gal- 
lant, The Parader, Outlander, Sadie S. and 
Sweet Lavender will represent the East in Sat- 
urday’! bigtace. 



ALCEDO. 

As afteimath of this year’s sensational Su- 
burban Handicap the New York Sun of Monday 
says: “J. H. McCormick, who trained Alcedo, 
was busy receiving congratulations yesterday. 
Hie clever handling of the colt and the mystery 
with which he cloaked the private workings of 
the winner were the subject of much discussion 
by turfmen. In an interview Mr. McCormick 
said to a reporter of The Sun : 

“ ‘The reason Alcedo ran in my name was be- 
cause the owner. Louie V. Bell, having bought 
the colt for $10,000 last winter, did not care to 
have him run in hie name because of bis moth- 
er’s recent death. When I took hold of Alcedo 
I found that it would be impossible to get him 
ready for the Brooklyn Handicap, so I took my 
time, with the idea of having him fit for the 
Suburban. In his two races at Gravesend I’ll 
admit that he did not do so well, but it must be 
remembered that in the first race he carried 126 
pounds and was third to First Whip and Dr. 
Barlow, while in the race where he was beaten 
by Ten Candles, Kamara, Bonnibert and All 
Gold, a week ago he was the victim of a poor 
start and incompetent handling. 

“ ‘Last Thursday I gave Alcedo a private trial 
when everybody had left Sheepshead to see the 
Brooklyn Derby run at Gravesend. The colt 
ran a mile and a quarter with his weight up in 
2:041. It was the best trial I ever witnessed 
and when the horse nulled up sound 1 knew I 
bad the winner of the Suburban. So 1 told 
everybody I cculd about the colt’s condition, 
for I was sure that he would win. He fully 
came up to expectations and is the best horse 1 
ever trained in my life.’ 

“McCormick is a veteran horseman. From 
stable boy he became a jockey and then a 
trainer. He had a big racing string in the days 
of Guttenberg and Gloucester and pulled off I 
many a *good thing.’ On Saturday just before 
the first race McCormick began to tell all of his 
friends as well as the turf writers that Alcedo 
would take the trick. The secret bad been kept 
so carefully, however, that up to noon Alcedo 
waslclassed as a rank outsider with no chance. 

“Many stories are in circulation regarding 
the winnings collected by backing Alcedo. It 
is saidithat Dave Johnson, the bookmaker, and 
David Gideon divided between them $50,000 as a 
result of taking advantage of the odds ranging 
from 10 to 1 down to 4 to 1. Frank Farrell is 
said tolbave won $20,000 on the result, while 
other Tammany men pocketed an aggregate of 
$60,000. 

“It is'! the general opinion among turfmen 
that had Alcedo been extended he would have 
beaten Salvator’s record of 2:05 for the distance. 
As itfwas the colt was virtually well in hand all 
the way and won, sased up, in a gallop. It will 
be some time, too, it is thought, before the Sub- 
urban or thelBrooklyn is run so swiftly again. 
At the! same time it must be remembered that 
the Sheepshead Bay track at present is faster 
than in'many years.”
